During the past two years, a variety - 
of ski parties have used the Benson Hut, 
including not only the Sierra Club men~ - 
bers but siciers from other clubs as well, 
This is good, and is in line with the 
policy of having the hut available for 
the skiing public, 

The major construction of the Benson 
Hut consumed a little more than three 
summer and fall seasons, In 197, 
foundations were excavated and stone 
footings started, The cost of buying 
and packing in sand, cement and tools 
and feeding and transporting volunteer 
workers amounted to approximately 
$1,000, In 1948, further stone’ work 
involved similar costs totaling 1,233. 
In 199, the major construction was 
accomplished, This required packing 
in by mule train the bulk of the 
building materials; lumber, hardware, 

a stove, bedsprings and sanitary equip~ 
ment, However, additional lumber, 
another stove, many miscellaneous items, 
and the food for 15 work parties were 
backepacked in (and UPJ) by the volun~’ 
teer workers, Total costs tere Ou, 031. 
In 1950, the hut was onerating but 
costs of 362 were credited to construc- 
tion, ' 
Altogether, these costs come to “6,325.6 
Of this, $700 was contributed by the 
family of Jack Benson, $3,000 was loaned 
by the Doard and the balance was paid by 
the Clair Tappaan Lodge from its resour- 
Thus, as Don Huber pointed out, 
the Benson Hut was not a burden on the 
Club treasury, Rather it is a facility 
acquired by the Club through’ the contri~ 
butions of the Benson family, the time 


and energy of the workers, and the fees 


paid by Clair Tappaan Lodge patrons.
